Farmers Reminded 
Of Deadiine For 
Acreage Release 


Farmers who do not plan to 
plant ail or part of their cot- 
ton allotments in 1961 can pro. 
tect their cotton acreage his- 
tory by releasing the allotment 
to the ASC County Committee, 
Lester Gunter, Chairman, 
County Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Com- 
mittee, said today. Such acre- 
age must be released before 
the deadline, March 15. 

A farmer who plans to plant 
at least 75 per cent of his cot- 
ton allotment this year need 
take no action to release any 
acreage in order to prserve the 
allotment base on his farm. 
But a farmer who fails to plant 
at least 75 per cent of his 1961 
allotment will find his cotton 
allotment will be reduced in 
i862 if he fails to release the 
unused part of his 1961 allot- 
ment to the ASC County Com- 
mittee. 

By releasing the unused part 
of the cotton allotment to the 
county committee, the individ- 
ual farmer's 1961 planting his_ 
tory will be preserved and also 
the planting history of the 
county and State. The releas- 
ed allotment will be apport- 
ioned by the County Commit- 
tee for use by other farmers 
within the county. — 

Here are the requirements 
which cotton farmers must 
meet in 1961 in order fully to 
protect their future farm al- 
lotments: The farmer must (1) 
plant at least 75 percent of the 
1961 allotment, or (2) release 
at least 75 percent of the 1961 
allotment to the ASC County 
Committee by the March dead 
line, or (3) plant and release 
a total acreage which is equal 
to at least 75 percent of the 
1961 cotton allotment, and (4) 
actually plant some cotton in 
1961 if the entire allotment was 
released in both 1959 and 1969. 
(Acreage in the Conservation 
Reserve program at the regu- 
lar rate may be regarded as 
“planted” under this program 
provision.) 

The Chairman urges farm- 
ers who do not intend plantine 
all of their cotton allotment in 
1961 to get in touch with the 
ASC County office to discuss 
how to protect their future 
cotton acreage history.

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Fort Rucker Helps 


Local Business By 
Over 33 Millions 


Fort Rucker poured $33,711,- 
300 into the Wiregrass area 
during the past fiscal year, 
Maj. Gen. Ernest F. Easter- 
brook, post commander, has 
announced. 


Quoting figures released by 
Lt. Col. J. U. Overall, post 
comptroller, Gen, Easterbrook 
said military payrolls reached 
$14,775,000; civilian payrolls 
Were $6,756,000; the aircraft 
maintenance contract was $6,- 
188,000; military construction 
cost $3,220,000 and training of 


‘primary fixed wing students 


amounted to $1,368,000. 


Other expenditures inclided 
local purchases, $750,000; fuel 
servicing, $210,000; local con- 
tracts, $204,000; local projects, 
$131,000; laundry and dry 
cleaning contracts, $76,000; 
janitorial services, $31,000; and 
Fort Rucker’s contributions to 
area United Fund drives, $7,500. 


Government jobs have been 
ereated at Fort Rucker for 538 
civilians, the general said. The 
870 employes under the Civil 
Service Class Act are paid at 
rates which are _ standard 
throughout the Civil Service 
system. They do “white collar” 
work. Some 664 skilled trades- 
men and laborers are paid 
through the Civil Service Wage 
Board. Their wages are based 
on the hourly pay scales which 
prevail in the surrounding area. 


Private companies which 
hold government contracts, 
such as the Test and Develop- 
ment Company, the Hawthorne 
School of Aviation and the 
Hayes Aircraft Corporation 
provide jobs for 1,646 more ci- 
vilians at Fort Rucker. 


Test and Development Com- 
pany, with 250 employes, has 
an annual payroll of $1 mil- 
lion; Hawthorne’s 206 employ- 
es earn $1,380,000 and Hayes 
Aircraft pays its 1,190 workers 
$5.5 million, Gen. Easterbrook 
revealed, 

In addition to the proceed- 
ing work force, which is pre-- 
dominantly stable, there is ihe 
fluctuating volume of military 
construction at Fort Rucker, 
being done by private contrac- 
tors. Jobs of this type though 
variable, help to reduce unem- 
ployment in the Wiregrass con 
siderably. 

Since Fort Rucker'’s beginning 

as an infantry training camp 
in May, 1942, the Department 
of the Army has spent many 
millions of dollars on the im- 
provement and expansion of 
the post, Gen. Easterbrook add_ 
ed. The conversion of the Fort 
into the US Army Aviation 
Center required huge expendi- 
tures for the construction of 
aviation facilities and pilot and 
maintenance training. During 
Fiscal Year 1960, 5,147 officers 
warrant officers and _ enlisted 
Men were graduated from the 
courses within the Army Avia 
tion School. 

“The greatest percentage of 
each Fort Rucker soldier’s and 
civilian employe’s paycheck is 
spent in the communities sur- 
rounding the Fort”, Gen Fast- 
erbrook concluded.

Gets Bundles Here 


Mutual Savings ts 
Up 14.2 PC. Over

Mutual Savings Life Insur- 
ance Company — shareholders 
were told at the annual meet- 
ing in Decatur, Sat., Feb. 25, 
about the campany’s outstand- 
ing growth of life insurance in 
force during 1960.

Why did Poland topple over-night before the on- 
slaught of Hitler's legions, while its little neighbor Finland 
withstood the mightiest legions of Russia? 


The answer is that Poland was beset by internal divis- 
ion wtiile Finland was a united country, 


Anyone who has lived in various parts of the U. S. 
cannot but be impressed how united are some areas of this 
great land of ours, while the seeds of internal dissension 
have been sown and are growing in other parts. 


One area that comes to mind was made up of first or 
second generation immigrants from various parts of Bur- 
ope with Croatians calling the Italians ‘““Wops” and the 
Italians calling the Balkins “Bohunks’’ while Americans 
of Anglo-Saxon origin were hated by all. 


Then there is another area which comes to mind. 
Though the population is several generations removed 
from their European origins, yet the people are divided hy 
religion. Over one-half the citizens is either Lutheran or 
Roman Catholics. The Lutherans do not permit their chil- 
dren to go to public schools but send them, instead, to 
schools taught only Lutherans, Catholics do not permit 
their children to go to public schools but send them to 
schools taught by nuns and Jesuit priests. There is con- 
stant bickering between children in the public schools with 
those in the parochial schools. There is constant bitterness 
between children in the Lutheran schools and those in the 
Catholic schools. 


When they grow up and enter the business world this 
disunity continues. 


It’s interesting to see the influence such a situation 
has upon the rest of the population. It might be assumed 
that there would be agitation to discard the causes of the 
division but the opposite is true. It grows ever wider, like 
the waves in a pond when a pebble is tossed into the water. 
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The first to establish parochial schools was the Roman 
Catholic Church and this caused the Lutherans to estab- 
lish their own parochial schools, Then the pastor of the 
laregst of the city’s several Methodist churches began to 
advocate establishments of Methodist parochial schools. 


After having lived in more than a dozen places in the 
U. S., there is found less prejudice, and greater unity, in 
Elba, Coffee county and South Alabama generally, than in 
any of the others. Yes, there is greater unity here than in 
Pensacola and Mobile, where the disunity begins in the di- 
vision between public and Parochial schcols with their dif- 
ferent textbooks and different outlook on history and geo- 
graphy, particularly religious history. 


There is greater friendship and unity among the white 
and colored people in Elba than between the Slavs and 
Italians in Any Town, Pennsylvania, because they are dai- 
ly reminded of the rivalries of their European ancestors. 
There is greater unity between the white and colored peo- 
ple in Elba than between the Lutherans and Catholies in 
Suburbia, Ilinois, with their school textbooks giving them 
conflicting accounts of American history and world geo- 
graphy 


Why is it that England has never had to cope with 
disunity within the country? Why is it that a German is 
always proud of his German ancestry? England does not 
permit division to begin in its schools though every re- 
ligion is guaranteed freedom of worship; 1! id wel- 
comes immigrants but screens them so as to admit only 
immigrants who are devoted to England.

Speech Entitled “Early Knowledge” Is 
Old In Age But Ever New In Meaning 


—EARLY KNOWLEDGE— 

(Editor's Note: The following 
article was given to The Elba 
Clipper by John Brunson, pre- 
sident of The Elba Exchange 
Bank, who found it among a 
tattered book of speeches that 
had belonged to his father, The 
author is unknown, Because it 
is so packed with sound com- 
mon sense Mr, Brunson often 
read it to his students when 
he was a teacher in Coffee 
county schools. We recommend 
it for use in the schools today.) 


There is among the young 
the most lamentable waste of 
intellect. How few do justice to 
their native powers. How few 
so improve their means and 
talents so as to rise to that 
eminence which a kind Provi- 
dence has placed within their 
reach. 

It is desirable to acquire as 
much knowledge as_ possible 
while young, because it is then 
acquired most easily. The pow- 
ers of mind are fresh and eias- 
tic. Imagination is Hvely and 
the spirit exults in buoyant 
hope which nerves it to severe 
efforts. Obstacles are soon sur. 
mounted and the mind is read- 
ily molded to patterns of exalt. 
ed worth and greatness. ‘As 
you advance from youth the 
mind becomes less inclined and 
less able to epand so if you 
pass on to mature years with 
your mind narrowed with ig- 
norance it will probably always 
resolve in the same little cir- 
cle.

How often do we hear men 
advanced in life say, “If I had 
only possessed knowledge while 
young that I now have, I might 
have become rich, learned, 
great and influential.” The es- 
sential elements of knowledge 
you may acquire while young. 
The laws of nature and the 
laws of the human mind are 
the same in all times and pla- 
ces. Therefore. if ‘favored with 
opportunities it is your own 
fault-if you do not possess ‘the 
given» knowledge. 

Early’ Knowledge “is ‘import- 
ant te enable one ‘in-season ‘to 
feel his’ own'strength. -‘Thou- 
sands mistake their calling for 
want of it. Men who might 
have acted a brilliant part in 
the pursuit in which they are 
adopted are often doomed in 
life to repelling and pitiless 
employment because they did 
not posess sufficient knowledge 
enough while young to direct 
their energies in the right 
course. ‘

Do not allow any strange doz, 
in your yard. 

Kill every fox you possih'; 
can. 

If your dog should be bitten 
by a fox or receive any injuries 
you cannot account for, con- 
tact your veterinarian immedi- 
ately. 

If you should be bitten by a 
Strange dog or fox, see your 
doctor.
